Promises to Be One of the Para- 


mount Issues of the Com- 


ing Campaign 


Washington. May 24.—Wednesday was 


m day of rasping political controversy 
•nd oratory from the senate. With the 
controversy those on the Democratic 
side of the chamber, anomalous as \t may 
•eem. h*d little to do. What by far- 
•eetng senators IB regarded as likely to 
be the paramount-issue of the approach- 
ing national campaign was the subject 
of a notable speech by Mr. Plait of Con- 
necticut. 
It was an answer to the 


speech delivered a few days ago by Mr, 
Bacon of Georgia on his resolution de- 
manding an investigation of financial 
affairs !b Cuba, 
Mr. Plait fav«red the 


adoption of the resolution, but depre: 
cated what he declared was an effort to 
make political capital *ut of the *ltua- 
tlon. 


He declared that not one ceat had 


been ,misappropriated in the military 
rule of Cuba. Senator Tillman inter- 
rupted to ask if Platt had looked up tin 
fact* about "that railroad." Senator 
Platt then gave the history of the rail- 
road. "It was built." he said, "to con- 
vey supplies and troops, and Chief 
Quartermaster Humphrey was in charge 
of the work. Speed was the great de- 
•ideratum in this ea*e, and the total cost 
wa* $211.000. of which 124,000 was for the 
pier, leaving 1187,009 a* the cost of the 
railroad proper. The road was seven 
miles In length." 


Senator Culberson asked if that In- 


cluded the cost of the right of way. 


••I think not," replied Platt "I don't 


.know the cost of the right of way—it may 
have cost nothing.". Then he accused 
Senator Bacon of declaring that the cost 
of this road was $1,500,000. 


Bacon protested that he had only 


quoted what had been said in the news- 


, papers. "Well," retorted Senator Platt, 


"it amounts to the same thing. The 
senator is preparing all these charges 
for campaign purposes." 


He- reviewed the careers of Rathbone 


•nd Thompson, declaring In their selec- 
tion merit alone was recognized as fully 
as if they had taken a civil service ex- 
nminatlon.

National bank, was sentenced to els 
years in the same institution. 


Under the law the prisoners were not 


condemned to hard labor, and they may. 
by good behavior, secure a reduction in 
their terms of confinement of five days 
for every month. 


The ca*e of Marvin A. McOlure. 


chafed with aiding and abetting Cash- 
ier Vuaiey in defrauding the Merchants' 
National bank, was also brought up, but 
on motion of hi« counsel the case was 
continued to the October term of the 
United States court. Bail was flx«d in 
the sum of J20.000, which McClure ha« 
cot yet been able to secure. 


Both Mussey and Farrar appeared to 


be In fairly good spirits and exhibited 
little feeling when their sentence* were 
pronounced. 


The embezzlement for which Munsey 


received punishment was made public 
on March M last, when he was arrested 
on a complaint sworn out by the bank 
officials, but was soon released on $50<M 
bail. Later in the day he was again 
arrested upon complaint of National 
Bank Examiner Fish as the result ot 
that official's examination of the affairs 
of the bank and was taken to the county 
Jail.

Farrar is only 24 years 
old. According to his own confession 
his peculations bad been going on for a 
little over three years, and most of the 
money taken had been lost in stock 
speculation in New York and Boston 
market*. He covered his stealings by 
making false footings on the bank's 
books and forging balances, the fraud 
escaping the notice of the bank exam- 
iner and Farrar's superiors at the bank.

Every one knows that moat fishes 


breathe in a different manner from 
tbtit of tbe greater number of animals 
am! ;Mt tbey get tbe oxygen necessary 
(or their life from tbe water and not 
directly froai the atmosphere. Water 
dissolves a certain amount of oxygen, 
and the gills of ilshes take this out of 
the water as our lungs take it from 
the mixed air we breathe. The gills 
are bundles of fine blood vessels, cov- 
ered by a delicate membrane that per- 
mits oxygen to pass through it to tbe 
blood so long as it is moist, but usual- 
ly when a fish is taken out of water 
the gills dry, and suffocation follows. 


The gills are very tbin and may be 


torn or injured by slight violence. Mud, 
sand, sawdust or auy of the many sim- 
ilar impurities in water may lacerate 
or irritate tbem, so nature has put fil- 
ters, like combs, just in front of them 
to strain such foreign matters out of 
the water before reaching the real gills. 
These niters are called "gill rakers" 
and act as do the gratings put over 
gutters to bold back trash that might 
block them up, but the gutters grat- 
ings get clogged sometimes, and so do 
the gill rakers. When this happens, 
the fish must die, and it is well known 
that tbe sawdust in our streams bas 
been a chief factor in the destruction 
of our fresh water fishes. 


But all fishes are not dependent on 


their gills. Some of them, like our 
common carp and goldfish, come to 
the surface now and then to take in 
drafts of air, and eels can travel over' 
land around dams or other obstruc- 
tions. These efforts are trivial com- 
pared witb those of some fishes found 
in other parts of the world. 


These are tbe lung fishes, or dipnoi, 


as naturalists call them, and the ac- 
counts of tbem seem to border on the 
marvelous. In one group of these ani- 
mals the "swimbladder" is a kind of 
Inng instead of a mere float, as it is in 
most fishes, and in some strange fishes 
in India there is a hollow space in tbe 
skull that acts as a lung, tbe walls of 
It having clusters of blood vessels 
about it, Just as tbe vesicles of our 
lungs have. These fishes can bury 
themselves deep in the* mud when the 
dry season comes on and live through 
it till tbe rains £11 the rivers again. 


A fish in the Gambia' river makes a 


cocoon of mucus and mud, in which it 
bas been brought from Senegambla to 
London, where the cocoon was gently 
washed off and the fish found to be 
living. The naturalist Natterer dis- 
covered a similar fish in the Amazon, 
but this one, the lepidosiren of sci- 
ence, is one ot tbe rarest specimens 
in museums. 


In tbe United States there is a fish, 


tbe bowfin, that can be drowned by 
stretching a net below the surface of 
tbe water so that it cannot get to air. 


Dr. Hector, the government geologist 


of New Zealand, reported finding some 
fish about 5V£> inches long among tbe 
roots of trees at axleptb of four feet 
in stiff clay. The place where tbey 
were found was some 37 feet above 
the Hokitika' river, where there had 
been a backwater during a time of 
flood. eThe mud fishes are common in 
New Zealand, and the early settlers 
were surprised to dig up fish with 
their potatoes, as farmers on Long Is 
land are said to be in doubt whether 
their spades will unearth potatoes or 
clams. 


The most famous of the lung fishes 


Is the climbing perch of India that baa 
often been found several feet up tbe 
mangroves. These animals migrate 
overland when their own streams fail 
and are captured in great numbers by 
tbe natives, to whom they are great 
delicacies. Ceylon bas several species 
of them. The island ia dotted over 
witb bogs of thick, chocolate colored 
mud, 
covered by a sod of reeds and 


grasses, and this mud teems witb flab. 
The Cingalese clear off a space and 
wait till the fish come up to fill their 
air bladder, when they catch them in 
strong dip nets. 


Sir John Bowring says that some 


lung fishes in Slam go as much as 
three miles from water and that tbey 
have been seen flapping along a dusty 
road. 


The lung fishes constitute a wonder- 


ful and interesting group of animals 
and show tbe wide range through 
which nature can adapt creatures to 
their surroundings. Biology is full of 
such instances, but few are more strik- 
ing than this.—Washington Star.

Here are names for the .American 


book of heroes, 31 volunteer soldiers ia 
tbe Philippines, young men from 
farms, shops and from behind coun- 
ters, who, unofflcered except for two 
sergeants and three corporals, witb no 
other shelter than hastily constructed 
trenches, withstood a siege of 600 Fili- 
pinos for two days. 


The war department has been search* 


ing its records for names worthier than 
those of these brave men to be honored 
In the annals of tbe government. The 
search has not been successful. Tbe 
heroic 31 are on the rolls of the Forty- 
third regiment of volunteer infantry, 
but 19 are dead, and only seven escap- 
ed witb whole skins. The killed are 
Sergeant Dustln L. George, Sergeant 
William J. Hall, Corporal Herbert H. 
Edwards, Corporal John F. J. Hamil- 
ton, Musician Burton R. Wagner, Cook 
Burton E. Hess, and Privates Trefflie 
Pomelow, Otto B. Loose, Stephen Ap- 
pertl, Joseph Noeil, John E. Kuhn, 
Ralph H. Zeim, Edward Braman, Ches- 
ter: A. Conklln, Walter E. Collins, Jo- 
seph J. Kerins, Henry Dumas, Philip 
Sallng, George A. Slack, and the 
wounded are Corporal John White and 
Privates Lester Ruchwortb, Harry C. 
Lee, Michael J. Faron and James H. 
Clancy. 


What these seven and their five 


wounded companions have to say of 
the wonderful resistance tbey offered 
to an overwhelming force is eagerly 
awaited at the war department. The 
statements of tbe participants when 
received will be reverently filed away 
in the government archives for the In- 
spiration of future generations. They 
will tell how 200 Filipinos lay dead 
or wounded, eight Filipinos for every 
American volunteer, when relief came.

The official report Is from Colonel 


Henry T. Allen of the Forty-third, 
commanding Samar island, to General 
MacArtbur.

Here are the details, which must 
suffice until tbe heroes' own tale la 
told, says the New York Journal: 


The now famous 81 were stationed at 


Catubig. They were quartered in a 
convent Of their number two were 
sergeants aad three corporals. On 
April 15 they were attacked by 600 
Filipinos armed witb 200 rifles and one 
cannon. On the day following the first 
attack the convent was fired by burn- 
ing hemp thrown by the enemy from 
an adjoining church. It was impossi- 
ble to subdue the flames. In this des- 
perate situation, only walls of fire be- 
t^«ec them and nearly 20 times their 
number of the enemy, the detachment 
first sought escape by the river. The 
first boatload were killed, riddled by j 
Filipino bullets. 


Abandoning all efforts to escape, tbe 


remainder of tbe detachment, making 
a dash from the burning convent, in- 
trenched themselves on tbe river bank. 
Though subjected to a withering fire, 
doggedly they prepared to withstand a 
siege. They'were practically without 
rations. All tbey could do was to dig 
their shallow trenches within reach of 
water. The streets of Catubig, a town 
of 10,000 inhabitants on the bank of the 
river, swarmed with the well armed 
enemy. Their cannon and their 200 ri- 
fles poured a constant storm of bul-

Tbey were 
firing over the bodies of 19 dead com- 
rades, and five of those who still 
fought valiantly were subjects for the 
ministrations of hospital surgeons and 
nurses. 


But the account that they had given 


of themselves in those 48 hours filled 
Lieutenant Sweeney and his men with 
amazement. The streets of Catubig 
were filled with dead and wounded 
Filipinos. Two hundred of tbe enemy 
had fallen before the bandful of Amer- 
ican volunteers. No American bad suc- 
cumbed with a credit of less than eight 
brown skinned proofs of bis valor. In 
the trenches were just seven men capa- 
ble of ha!i(J!!t!S thptr rifles, but they 
still held at bay 400 of the enemy. 


It was tbe heaviest loss of life result- 


ing from any engagement in which

OCCUPATION OF CUBA 


The senate is reported to have lis- 


tened m "profound silence" to Senator 
Kale's remarks yesterday on United 
States occupation of Cuba. Senator 
Spooner was speaking1 on the Philip- 
pine bill when he was interupted by 
Senator Bale and a discussion of the 
United States' example in Cuba fol- 
lowed 
The question of United States 


•withdrawal from Cuba came up be- 
tween the two disputing senators and 
the principal part of their dialogue is 
reported: 


"What does the senator mean," de- 


manded Mr. Spooner, "when he speaks 
in general terms of a carnival at fraud 
and corruption'" 


"I mean the things disclosed. A bill 


of particulars has been filed already. 
It is not the administration that is at 
fault. There never has been an in- 
stance of the setting up of a supreme 
government in a oolotasj »r dependency 
that has not been £.ttenaed with pre- 
cisely the things that we have seen in 
Cuba." 
"la there any suspicion in the sen- 


ator's mind,'' asked Mr. Spooner, "that 
the pledge aa to the temporary occu- 
pation of Cuba is not io be kept, not 
only to the letter, but In the spirit al- 
so.?" 
"I have very grave suspicions," 


promptly answered Mr Hale. Then he 
added, 
evidently measuring 
every 


word: 
"I think there are very powerful in- 


fluences in this country—I think they 
are largely located In New York city 
and are largely speculative, connected 
with money making corporations—that 
are determined we shall never give up 
Cuba. I think that Is the dangerous 
cloud, in the sky. 
'] 


•'I think the time will never come, 


unless something earnest and drastic 
is done by congress, when the last sol- 
dier of the United States will be with- 
drawn from Cuban soil. 


"I do not think the president or the 


secretary of war favors holding on to 
Cuba, but I discover very powerful in- 
fluences, commercial, mercantile, mone- 
tary and political, that are opposed to 
our ever withdrawing from Cuba." 


If Senator Hale chooses to be an 


alarmist and to be the means of spread- 
Ing distruct in Cuba he can certainly 
find enough to base his statements on. 
There la no question about the ex- 
istence of influences such as the sena- 
tor refers to and which are striving for 
the end the senator states, but these 
facts need not be used at the present 
unfortunate moment to create wrong 
impressions, in Cuba and in this coun- 
try *s well. The United States govern- 
ment ia pledged to Cuba and will re- 
deem that pledge, if redeeming it be 
possible. If the United States remains 
permanently in Cuba it will be because 
she IB needed there, not because syn- 
dicates want her there. 


We believe Cuba will be United 


States territory eventually, but we ex- 
pect It will be made so when the 
United States occupation terminates, 
and at the request of the Cubans'.

It is safe 
to say that after every evidential 
election the fact is develoned that in 
our newspaper establishments alone 
there are thousand who have been thus 
neglected."

The cutters claim that they 
were given notice of the new schedule 
last week, but made a counter pro- 
posal. While this was under considera- 
tion, and before the matter had been 
decided by the cutters, they maintain, 
pay day came, and with it, the wages 
fixed by the new schedule The man- 
agement claims that the men were laid 
off, but the men claim that this was 
simply to forestall action on their part. 


Mr Tobin was cal'ed here at once, 


and saw the management yesterday 
and today. Up to the present time no 
settlement has been reached, and al- 
though Mr. Tobin suggested that the 
matter be arbitrated if no agreement 
could be reached, this will probably not 
be done 


There have been rumors that this dif- 


ficulty at Millard's was the beginning 
of a general attempt by the manufac- 
turers of the city to cut wages, but 
this is believed to be only a rumor. 


A meeting of the stitchers will be 


held this week, and an attempt made 
to organize them. 


While here, Mr Tobln is visiting all 


the manufacturers in the interests of 
the union stamp, and the arbitration 
scheme of the boot and shoe workers' 
union.

HI* Suspenders. 


A- case recorded in the Boston Med- 


ical and Surgical Journal by Dr. M. 
H. Richardson Is a remarkable exam- 
ple of the extraordinary feats In swal- 
lowing foreign bodies sometimes per- 
formed by men. 


A man, aged 29 years, was admitted 


to the hospital. 
He said that two 


weeks previously, while he was in a 
despondent state, he had endeavored to 
swallow his suspenders and had suc- 
ceeded In getting down certain por- 
tions, but bow much he had swallowed 
he could not tell. He flld not complain 
of pain, but rather o\» discomfort un- 
der the breast while eating. The food 
at times passed easily into the stom- 
ach. At other times It was regurgitat- 
ed Immediately. Nothing could be seen 
In the throat With a probe some ob- 
struction was felt. 


A skiagram showed a suspender 


buckle at the middle of the chest and 
possibly another higher up. As the 
chief danger in esophageal Impactlon 
is from ulceration into the great ves- j 
sels, especially when tbe foreign body i 
has sharp edges, and as fatal erosion 
usually takes place in two weeks or 
less, it was concluded that If there 
was any erosion It was sufficiently ad- 
vanced to make even tbe most careful 
manipulation dangerous. The problem 
was bow to perform extraction with- 
out producing fatal hemorrhage.

TAXING OF BLOEMFONTEtM. 


•term I«u« «• L**v*~W»lt«« Vatll 


Britlali ••«•*•« Market •««•*•. 
Bloenfooteln fell into the hand* ot 


tbe British without a straggle, wrttet 
the Kroonatadt (South Africa) con* 
•pondent of tbe New York HeroM. For 
days before the occupation It wu 
known that a column of lancers was 
approaching the town. Speculation was 
rife «s to when It would appear. Out- 
wardly affairs went on as usual. Pres- 
ident Steyn drove from tb* presidency 
to the capital every moraine punctual- 
ly, and tbe ship of state moved on as If 
no disaster threatened It Encourag- 
ing bulletins were posted at the state- 
house advising the people of the move- 
ments of the enemy. Yet despite tbe 
calm demeanor of officials signs that 
the town was to be evacuated were 
plentiful. 


At this time Generals de Wet and de 


hi Key, with less than 2,000 burghers, 
wore opposing the advance of Lord 
Roberts' victorious army at Abraham's 
kraal, 25 miles from the city. This 
force was ridiculously inadequate to 
meet 2^000 troops and 100 guns. On 
Saturday and Sunday, March 10 and 
11, severe engagements were fought 
The Boers repulsed a number of front- 
al attacks, but the steady swing of tbe 
British cavalry around their left flank 
compelled a retirement 
This sealed 


the fate of Bloemfonteln. 


A panicky feeling swept over the- ci- 


vilian population. The railway station 
was besieged by refugees waiting the 
departure of trains. Several special 
trains had been reserved for this final 
rush, and thpy were soon jammed to 
suffocation. 
Other men, women and 


children piled Indiscriminately into cat- 
tle and box cars, where they sat In dis- 
consolate groups upon their belong- 
ings. Hundreds who could obtain no 
places In the trains left In vehicles and 
on horseback. 


Even 43 late as daybreak Tuesday, 


March 18, there was no certainty as to 
when the English would arrive. About 
8 o'clock all uncertainty was set at rest 
when the Boer rear guard stationed 
outside tbe town come galloping in 
with word that the British were less 
than two miles away. This news elec- 
trified even the tardiest lingerers, but 
President Steyn still lingered. He had 
early in the day sent his car with in- 
structions to wait for him a few miles 
north. 
He closed and locked the 


presidency and the statehouse and 
turned the keys over to the acting bur- 
gomaster, to be delivered to the Eng- 
lish. Then he mounted his horse, rode 
to the market square and waited. 
There was a clatter of hoofs, and a 
Boer guard galloped through the 
square, calling out that tbe lancers 
were entering the town. This, proved 
true, but the main body baited in the 
suburbs, and a group of omcers ad- 
vanced to ascertain whether there 
would be any resistance. Around a 
corner they cantered and into the 
square, where the cheers of a crowd of 
British partisans assured them a peace- 
ful welcome. Not till then did Presi- 
dent Steyn turn his horse's head to the 
north and, using his spurs, gallop 
away. At the edge of the town he 
transferred to a Cape cart, which con- 
veyed him to Modder River Bridge, 
where his train was waiting for him. 


The telegraph operator sat at his key 


in the postofflce talking ia Dutch over 
the wire to the operator at Brandfort. 
He was describing the occupation.

ed the town—click, click—they are lan-

At 4.15 o'clock this morniror the state 


convention of the A. O. H. came to a 
close, after a continuous session from 
8 o'clock In the evening. It had beeo 
expected that the convention would be 
continued through today, but so many 
of the delegates expressed tnemselves 
as anxious to reach home bv tonight 
that the officers decided to complete 
everything at one lonsr session. This 
was done, and the closing hours of th« 
convention were marlced bv some in- 
teresting debates, m spite of the fact 
that the number present was steadilv 
decreasing1. 


The elections,, which were begun yes- 


terday forenoon, and not completed 
tiil about 4 o'clock this mornms, re- 
sulted .as follows: President, John A. 
Ryan of Boston; vJce president, Daniel 
H. Toomey of Springfleld: secretary, 
Patrick P. Cannon of Clinton; treas- 
urer, Thomas J. Lynch of Brookline. 


In addition to this, the directors met 
and selected Kiev. Thomas H. Mc- 


I/aughlin of Aftams state chaplain, to 
succeed Rev. Fatbei 
•Jummiiufs of 


Boston, who (fecline^ re-election. Rev, 
Father McLaugWin has been county 
chaplain of Berkshire county and his 
election to the state office was received 
with much satisfaction dy his friends. 


The convention \oted to hold the 


next convention, in 1902, in Worcester. 
A cordial invitation was extended by 
the Worcester delegates,- and the vote 
was unanimous. A prorwsition was 
made to bold at that time a grand 
parade of all the Hibernians in the 
state, but after considerable debate 
this was laid on the table. 


These matters, with the resolutions 


given in full below, especiallv the one 
•of svmpathy with the Boers, and the 
reinstatement of Division 6 of Spring- 
fleld, were trie chief features of the 
closing sessions. The delegates began 
to leave the city last evening andTby 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock the larger 
part had returned ta their homes. A 
good many took the morning trains 
without getting any sleep at all. 


Detail* of the Rationing 


The election of John A. Ryan as 


president was not made known till 
shortly before 6 o'clock last evenine. 
The first ballot, as reported yesterday, 
resulted as follows: Ryan 1?2, Cronin 
83, Mahoney"77, Rogers 63. The second 
ballot resulted as follows: Ryan 134, 
Cream 89, Mahoney 76, Rogers 25. Af- 
ter this ballot Mr. Rogers withdrew. 
throwing his votes to Ryan, ajid the 
third ballot was the decisive one, re- 
sulting as follows: Ryan 161, Cronin 
82, Mahoney 66. This gave Mr. Ryan 
E^K votes more than the required 155, 
and ended one of the warmest contests 
for state president in the history of 
tho orc<er in the state.

cand'dates: 
Daniel H. Toomey of 


Sprmg-f eld, James O'Neil of Lawrence 
and John M. Hayes of Abbingtom1 Two 
ballots were necessary, the first being 
as follows: Toomey 126, O'Neil 75, 
Hayes 75. The second ballot was as 
follows: Toomey 155, Hayjes 66, O'Neil 
57. 


For secretary Patrick F. Cannon was 


re-elected on one ballot, having 195 
votes to 86 f"<- Thomas C. Carngan of 
Worcester, thus showing the apprecia- 
tion of the convention of the faithful 
work of Mr. Cannon. There was a live- 
ly fight for treasurer, which resulted in 
the defeat of the former treasurer, 
Martin J. Roche, who was a candidate 
for re-election. Three ballots were 
necessary, the third candidate being 
Thomas F. Gavin of Watertown. 


The committee reports were all made 


while the ballota were being counted, 
and were all satisfactory. The insur- 
aece committee recommended the in- 
sflu-ance feature of the order to the 
members. The auditing committee re- 
ported as a supplementary report that 
during the last two years over $10,000 
hart bepn e -D'Tirl"!:! in state and na- 
tional organization.

A numbei irf the by-laws was changed 


to conform to the bylaws as adopted 
by the recent national convention. 


The committee on grleveances re- 


ported merely that all the matters re- 
ferred to it had been amicably ad- 
Justed. More than this the committee 
would give out nothing. It was known, 
however, that the settlement in the 
case of the suspended Division 6 of 
Springfleld will result in the reinstate- 
ment of that division. Just the form 
that this action will take is not known, 
but it was a decided victory for the 
members of the suspended division, 
many of whom were here. The com- 
mittee report on thte question was 
unanimous.

of South Africa, our cordial sympathy 
and join our prayers with thein* for 
the speedy arrival of the day of their 
deliverance. 


Resolved, that we call upon our 


members and all lovers of humanity 
interested in the progress of the mess- 
es to use their best efforts for the in- 
crease of the numbers- and the influ- 
ence of our grand Society, scattered 
all over this continent. The work wa 
are engaged in is sacred in character, 
holy in purpose, and noble in ideal. We 
bring comfort to the home of the suf- 
fering, protection/ to widow and orphan, 
new thought to the mind of the scholar, 
new hor>e to the patriot. 


We therefore ctaim that our order is 


entitled to support from all our race 
and faith, and our state, county and

serted in the printed proceedings of the 
convention and that its substance be 
cabled to the chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party.

He has been vice president 
far Suffolk county and in 1866 went to 
Detroit-as a delegate to the national 
convention, where he served on tho 
committee on. grievances. lie was- also 
a delegate to the recent national con- 
vention in Boston.
